They will ſay, 
Ves; but. it is not fo, for they are ſtark. Mad,; and out-of their Witt, that 
they will not lay to Heart the wrongs that they have done to God -and their: 
own Souls; for while a Man or Woman layeth not this to Heart ſeriouſly, - : 1 
they are out, of their Witt. (2.) Repentance makes a Man compleatly chang-: ö 
ed, it makes him change all his thoughts, aff when it cometh to have any . : 3 
fea, it maketh him change his Tune: He thought before that Sin was: ſweet, -_ I 
but now it is bitter like Worm-wood and Gall: He thought beſore, it-was- good - 
to Drink, Curſe and Swear, but. now he ſees it not ſo. (3.) In Repentance' ' 
there are Two or Three ſpecial Nares obſervable. -Firſt, There is Grief and 
"Sorrow for Sins done againſt God. Secondiy. Hatred: For there is never true 
 Repentance unleſs ye hate Sin. Some Men leave off ſome Sins or ſuch: a Sin, and 
all: the reaſon . is becauſe, it wronged their Credit, or was a Downdraught to- 
their Family: Sometimes a Drunkard will leave off his Drunkenneſs, becauſe 
he wants Money, as he had before, but give him Money, he will fall to his 
Cuß again: But I ſay, that is not true Repentance; for true Repentance 
makes a Loathing, as well as Forſaking. Jhirdly. Men muſt not only hate the 
evil ofSin, but mult love the good that is contrar to it; that is the mark ofa Peni- 
tent: But ke that turns not his back _ Sin, but continues in the practice of by 
it, this is no Repentance.
